Election/Restrictions

The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the technical feature 
linking the groups is a confectionary product having a chocolate core and a sugar based 
coating, wherein the chocolate core is dispersed with gas bubbles having an average 
diameter of less than 25 microns; Chlappa (EP 0730826) teaches of chocolate that has 
improved properties because the chocolate contains microbubbles with diameters of 5 
microns (Column 1 lines 1-13 and Column 6 lines 38-44); Brown (WO 2001/015543) 
teaches of coated confectionary products that are improved by layering (abstract); thus 
the technical feature linking the inventions is taught by the references of record, 
Chlappa and Brown, and does not relate to a single general inventive concept or special 
technical feature.
